London, Jan. 7—The naval menace 
still holds the field, and Mr. Balfour's 
lead is being eagerly followed by ev- 
ery Unionist speaker up and down the 
country, and a violent echo comes 
from Germany, France and Australia. 
Leading German papers express pain- 


ed surprise that the British ex-Premier

SAVE THE PIGS

Experiments to be Made in Strengthening 
Brood Sows in Alberta 


For the purposes of an interesting 
experiment in the raising of young 
pigs, a ton of digester tankage has 
recently been shipped by Swift & Co. 
of Chicago to J. Y. Griffin Co. of Ed- 
monton. 

This packing plant by-product has 
been supplied on the recommendation 
of W. F. Stevens, live stock commis- 
sioner for the province. He has ar- 


ranged to furnish each farm with suf- 


ficient tankage to feed three brood 
sows for a period of ninety days. Int is 
requested that these three animals be 
separated from the remainder of the 
herd and that a statement be sup-; 
plied to the live stock commissioner 
and to J. Y. Griffin Co. of the results 
obtained. Swift & Co. prefer to have 
farmers who have suffered loss of 
young pige in the past to undertake 
this experiment. The only charge to 
the farmer will be the cost of trans- 
portation from J. Y. Griffin Co.’s plant 
to nearest railway station, Mr. Stev- 
ens has consented to visit farms on, 
which these experiments are being 
conducted with a view to ascertaining 
whether they are carried out accord- 
ing to instructions. Tre purpose of 
this experiment is, if possible, to in- 
crease the supply of hogs in the pro- 
vince.

Immigrants Maltreated. 
Berlin, Jan. 7—A story of mal- 
treatment, terrible sufferings and death 
among a party of six hundred Ger- 
mans who Jeft Hamburg in July last 
to assist in the ‘construction of the 
Medeira and Mamore railroad in 
Brazil, is told in the Socialist news- 
paper, Vorwerts. 

Ninety-nine workmen returned to 
Europe date in December aboard the 
steamers Rio Janeiro and Rheita. 

Most of them are said to -be suffer- 
ing greatly from tropical diseases. 
The survivors assert that more thai 
300 of their former comrades are dead 
while the rest are in the ‘hospitals at 
Manaos.

ducts was virtually in sight all the 
‘time; the demand came steadily, with- 
‘out spurts or booms; and the general 
trade had a tone of uniform evenness 
which inrbued buyers with confidence 
and saved holders commodities 
from periods of nervousness, which

usually result in panicky conditions 
and damaging price cutting. 


Progress in Dry Goods. 
Opening on a low but sound basis, 
the wholesale dry goods business of 


1g99 made steady upward progress, 
‘and before the close compared favor- 
ably with that of previous record 
years, Despite the reduced - prices 
which prevailed most of the yaar, the 
total valuation of the business trans- 
acted was conservatively put at $242,- 
000,000, ag'ainst $220,000,000 in 1908, a 
net increase of 10 per cent. This gain 
did not fully represent the big increase 
inthe number of sales effected, how- 
ever, and jobbers asserted that their 
order books contained close to 50 per 
cent more inquiries, many of which 
extended far into 1910, than were 
booked in 1908, 

Steady progress from a period of 
comparatively low prices and moder- 
ate trade at the beginning of the year 
to one of appreciating values and rapid 
expansion of the volume of business 
featured the year in wholesale circles. 


Building Material in Demand, 


Building on a large scale in Chicago 
and vicinity made heavy calls for 
structural material of all kinds and 
caused an especially strong demand 
for lumber. Reasonable values ‘for 
lumber and woodwork of all kinds 
were incentives for buyers and ibuild- 
ers, so that 1909 was one of the most 
prosperous, if not the best year, ever 
experienced in the trade, 


Coal Trade Revives. 


Coal dealers had an unprofitable sea- 
son carly in the year owing to the 
fact that contracts were placed at low 
figures, so that dealers in many cases 
were not ‘able to take full advantage of 
the better conditions: prevailing later 
in the year. The result thas been to 
ut down the profits of many concerns. 
A gradually improving demand began 
to be noted in the middle of the sea- 
son, and from that time on there has 
been a constantly expanding trade. 

The hardwoods were in moderate 
supply ‘and there was an unusual in- 
quiry for high grade oak and poplar 
to meet special requirements. Dealers 
reported that there never could be an 
oversupply of northern pine in this 
country again, and this wood was rela- 
tively firm throughout the season. 


Wool and the Tariff. 


Tariff legislation had less effect on 
the wool market than was expected, 
and while certain grades of the cheap- 
er wools were much higher as a result 
of the increased import duty, manufac- 
turers followed the appreciation with- 
out hesitancy, and the distribution of 
product was not impeded. Prices at 
the high point for 1909 were 35 to 50 
per cent. above the low of 1908, and at 
the close of the year were on the high- 
lest plane in ten years, 

Western wool growers profited most 
by the big advance in values, while 
local merchants, who were compelled 
to compete with eastern dealers to a 
greater extent than ever before, were 
forced to reduce their margin of pro- 
fits to an exceptionally small figure. 


Hides and Leather. 


Prices on hides during 1909 advan- 
ced to a point that broke all records 
since the civil war, and though values 
were considered extremely high in 
1906 they were in all cases below ithe 
highest poimt* touched last year. The 
causes which brought about these ab- 
normal figures, according to R. G, 
Dun & Co.’s yearly review, were most- 
ly natural and due to the fact that 
the slaughter of cattle throughout the 
world has not kept :pace with the in- 
creased demand for Iecather.
